WHIPS COUNTESS 


Mrs. Wadhams Lashes Mar- 
guerite von Scheben in 
Doctor’s Office.

RIVAL ARRESTS IN SIGHT. 


With a horsewhip the Wife of Dr. F. E. 
Wadhams meted out vengeance for a broken 
home upon the Countess Marguerite von 
Scheben. 

Discovering the countess alone with Dr. 
Wadhams in his office, Mrs. Wadhams lashed 
her until her shoulders bied. 

*“‘Now,” she said as she finished, “that 
will teach you both that a woman has as 
much right as a man to defend her home 
and children.” 

It is rumored, on one hand, that the countess 
intends to swear out @ warrant against Mrs. 
Wadhams for assault and battery, and, on 
the other, that Mrs. Wadhams intends to 
charge the countess with contributing to the 
delinquency of her children. 

Awaits Wife’s Forgiveness, 

Dr. Wadhams is waiting to be torgiven by 
his wife, and the countess visits no more at 
his office. 

The Countess von Scheben is of Parisian 
birth, the widow of a German count who com- 
mitted suicide. Her father, Theodore Berth, 
was a musician and composer, and she has 
made a reputation as a singer. 

Dr. Wadhame is 59 years old. He has two 
grown children. Mrs. Wadhams is the doc- 
tor’s second wife. She is a veteran of three 
marriages and two divorces, 

The countess came to Chicago several years 
ago and created quite a furore with her first 
recital at the Auditorium theater in 1009. 
About this time Dr. Wadhams met her. Short- 
ly afterward the countess moved to 1111 
Ainslee street, not far from Dr. Wadhams'’ 
residence, at 4747 Winthrop avenue. 

Mrs. Wadhams became suspicious. One 
night recently she says she surprised her h'is- 
band in the apartment of the countess. He 
was alone because the countess had left hur 
riedly by a back door. Again she suspecred 
the length of one of his visits at French Lick, 
where the family has a summer home. She 
took a night train and arrived in French 
Lick just in time to learn that her husbaad 
had come back to Chicago. 


Surprises Couple by Buse. 

Still suspicious, she conveyed to her hus- 
band the other day the information that she 
was going for a week's visit at French Lick. 
Instead of doing so, however, she bought a 
riding whip and ordered the chauffeur to 
drive to a chop suey restaurant across the 
street from Dr. Wadhams’ office at 82 North 
Clark street. This gave her a splendid view 
of her husband's office, and at 3 o’clock in the 
afternoon she says she had the satisfaction 
of seeing the countess enter it. : 

Execution followed close upon observation. 
Hurrying acfoss the street Mrs. Wadhams 
pitched into the countess with an umbrella 
and the riding whip. When she finished the 
countess’ face was bleeding and her neck and 
shoulders were crimson. Dr. Wadhams tried 
to interfere, but he Was like a straw in a 
hurricane. When the wife finished she 
whirled upon the two with the exclamation: 

“You cah beth be glad that you got off 
so easy!” 

Mrs. Wadhams refused to talk of the matter 
last night. The countess was out of town.

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FOLLOWS SUICIDE 


Principal Charles W. Minard, 
Whose Wife Recently Killed 
Self, Said to Have 
Married Widow. 


‘CHILDREN TELL STORY. 


Telephone Call Concerning the 
Oak Park Educator’s Ab- 
sence Leads to Wom- 
an’s Death. 


In reports of a secret marriage said to have 
taken place this month bet ween Prof. Charlies 
W. Minard and ‘a comparatively young widow 
comes the first hint of light upon the strange 
suicide two months ago of the school princi- 
pal's aged wife. 

In the twelfth hour of am unexplained 
twenty-four’ hour absence of her husband 
from his home in Maywood, Mrs. Minerd 
crank carbolic acid. Minard'’s whereabouts 
during this time, hitherto bound in mystery, 
is perhape partly cleared by the revelation 
of his friendship with Mrs. Bessie Belenger, 
687 South Paulina street. It ie to her that 
he is said to be married. 

Some one, it now develops, called Mrs. 
Minard on the phone the evening before she 
killed herself and told her that her husband 
and Mrs. Belenger were together. Mrs. 
Minard was found dead in bed in the morn- 
ing. When Minard reached home twelve 
hours later he briefly accounted for his ab- 
sence with the statement he had been investi- 
gating the purchase of a Wisconsin farm, It 
now is reported that with his new wife he is 
living on @ recently purchased farm near 
Grand Rapids, Wis. 


Confirmation in Letters, 

Supposediy authentic conurnmiawon of the 
marriage of Minard and Mrs. Belenger is 
given in letters which the children of the 
woman have written to friends in Chicago 
from their new home in Grand Rapids. One 
of these letters, dated Aug. 15, wae written 
by Dora Belenger. It says: 

I received your letter and I am giad that 
you answered it. Wego auto riding every 
night. I have a few friefids. My mother 
is married. We might go to Chicago next 
summer for vacation. We went toa show 
and everybody looked “on” us. My 
ma has a diamond ring and we have seven 
bookcases. It holds 1,200 of the best 
books. We are sending you happy days. 
So good-by. Kisses from Dora, Celia, and 
Harry. Harry te sending Meyer some 
coupons. Answer. And Celia is sending 
tor “ Beccie” some dollie dresses. 

My mother’s name is Mrs. Minard. 


Both Denied Many rs, 

Rumors of the engagement of Minard and 
Mrs. Belenger began immediately after 
Mrs. Minard’s tragie death, but both pro- 
fessor and Mrs. Belenger made strenuous de- 
nials of the report as late as July 26. The 
woman had also denied the story on July 7. 

Mrs..Belenger admitted she was acquaint- 
ed with Minard, but insisted she met him 
on an errand of charity when he called ai 
her home, 637 South Paulina street, to brinz 
shoes for her three youngest children so 
that they might resume their studies at the 
Marquette school, of which Mr. Minard is 
pincipal. 

Immediately after Mrs. Minard’s death 
THe TRIBUNE received an anonymous tele 
phone message that ‘‘ Mrs. Belenger of South 
Paulina street’ could tell something about 
Minard'’s movements durmge his absence 
She was located and deciared she was noth- 
ing more than a casual acquaintance. 

She denied a report that she had been ab- 
sent from the city while Minard was miss- 
ing and disclaimed all knowledge of a rumor 
that she had accompanied Minard as the 
prospective buyer of the farm. 


Calls It “Malicious Lie,” 

“Tt's a malicious lie to say | am wearing 
the dead woman's hat,’ she said. “ It's no- 
body's business who I marry. lam not going 
to move to a farm. I am going to move to 
cheaper rooms right here in Chicago. We 
have a hard time getting along here. Prof. 
Minaréd first caile@ at my house because he 
learned that my three youngest cus .ren 
eouldn’t go to school because they had no 
shoes. He is just a good friend. It’s ma- 
licious to say that the professor and I were 
at Garfield park together the other night.”’ 

Minard said that the report Mrs. Belenger 
accompanied him on the land buying trip he 
took at the time his wife killed herself was 
“ridiculous."’ He at first denied having any 
acquaintanceship with the widow, but when 
confronted with the report of her admis- 
sions said he “ guessed he had met her the 
same as he had met hundreds of other widows 
to whom he had distributed alms.” 


Gives No Other Names. 

When it was indicated that the widow, who 
had been named in the charges that John T. 
Gohring, former engineer at the school, 
brought against Minard in June, 1908, and 
Mrs. Belenger were the only widows the re- 
porter found as participants of the profes- 
sor’s generosity, he smiled and would reveal 
no other names. 

According to statements made by Mrs. Be- 
lenger, she was left a widow with §500 in- 
surance money and five young children to 
support six years ago. She said she lost the 
$500 through a small store venture on Archer 
avenue, and worked as a seamstress for the 
Royal Tellors “ntil the strike of last winter. 

She admitted that Prof. Minard had given 
her money for the care of herself and her six 


children. 


Minard’s Acquaintances Not Surprised. 

Acquaintances of Minard who were will- 
ing to talk about the affair yesterday did not 
seem to be surprised at the rumor of his mar- 
riage. One of these was a Mra Crowe, an old 
family friend of the Minards, at whose house 
the Minards roomed every winter since Mi- 
nard has been connected with the Marquette 
school. They used their Maywood residence 
as a summer home only.

Kighteen drivers piloted their cars simul- 
taneously in three races, aggregating 508.88 
miles on the 8% mile track. They smashed 
Vanderbilt cup records, end not a fatality 
was registered during the day. 

Time records of the traci: of last year were 
‘erased with apparent ease, old records of the 
drivers were self eclipsed, and new goals set 
for the big cars which are te compete in 
today’s races. 

Donald Herr tn a National reeled off 208.55 
miles at a rate of 65:6 miles an hour tn the 
Illinois cup race. This wiped out the record 
of Ralph Mulford in a Lozier last yeas, 
when he averaged 62.5 miler an hour in the 

lgin national race. 

Fully 40,000 spectators—the number pre- 
dicted by the officials—saw the events. 


Few Accidents to Drivers. 

The small number of accidents Was the 
marvel of the exhibition to the automobile 
men, for never did drivers throw themselves 
into a speed contest with more abandon than 
did those who fought for the three trophies 
yesterday. Only one man was seriously in- 
jured and three others suffered minor bruises. 
The list of victimes follows: 


RADINA, F. E., mechanician for John 
Raimey in No. 11 Cinco car; left leg bro- 
ken at the ankle when the car overturned 
after skidding from a hummock on a hill; 
taken to field hospital.

Perfect Track Conditions Safeguard, 

The fact that the three races were run off 
simultaneously with only one serious accf- 
dent was made possible, experts declare, be- 
cause of the perfect track conditions, heady 
driving, and the great fitness of the racing 
cars. 

The worst stretch of track and the point at 
which the one serious mishap occurred is on 
the back stretch, the second leg of the course, 
where several short hills and a narrow track 
made dangerous the great speed at which 
many of the drivers attempted to negotiate it. 

Despite the fact there were so few acci- 
dents, there was no lack of thrilling mo- 
ments and near catastrophes when, to the 
observers, it seemed fatalities could not be 
avoided. One of these was the total demoll- 


two occupantr with a few bruises. 


Perils at “Hairpin Turn.” 

At “hairpin turn’ more than balf the 
cars skidded and bucked when they dashed 
up the short hill and took the sharp angle 
to start the long straight stretch of the thirg 
leg of the track. One machine was crashed 
through the fence because its speed was too 
high to take the curve, and a half dozen 
others shaved splinters off the posts of the

Raimey’s Most Serious Accident. 

The serious accident occurred on the back- 
stretch of the track. Raimey was making the 
lap at the highest rate of speed he had at- 
tempted during the race. He hed skidded 
about the first two corners of the course with 
a@ lightning like rapidity that brought every 
onlooker to his feet. Up the backstretob he 
tore with an even greater burst of speed. 

His smoking machine neared the first of a 
pair of small hills which before that had 
caused every driver to ease the high speed 
lever, but Raimey took the first hill apparent- 
ly at top speed: The car leaped from the slight 
hummock ofthe eminence and seemed te 
jump clear of the ground for yards. It land- 
‘ed at a slight angle and skidded toward the 
outside of the track. A loud report told 
of the bursting of the right rear tire. 

The spectators saw the mass of Iron and 
steel buckle'and hurtle through the air, while 
two bodies were flung through a cloud of a 
and lay quiet by the side of the roadway. 
Masses of iron, parts of the machine, were 
hurled in all directions, and the car at last 
settled, a mass of crumpled junk, just out of 
the path of the following cars. 


Victims Taken to Hospital. 


A score of members of the I. N. G. hurried } 


te the spot. Raimey was the first to revive. 

“I'm all right.” he said; “‘ look out for my 
“partner.” | 

Radina was brought to consciousness by 
the pain caused by carrying him to the roaé 
side and a basty examination showed his leg 
was badly fractured. In less than two min- 
utes the hospital ambulance had arrived and 
both men were on the wav to the field hos- 
pital, which the plucky driver left as soon 
as he had seen his friend was being cared for. 

Radina’s wife had been watching the race 
from the guest grand stand, and at every 
lap her husband had smiled up at her and 
she had waved a greeting in return. She 
was the first to note that No. 11 Cino was 
late in reaching the end of the lap, and a 
moment efter she heard her husband had 
been fatally hurt—the report that reached the 
grandstand. She became hysterical, but in- 
sisted on being taken to the hospital to his 
side... The ambulance was pressed into serv~- 
toe for her and she was hurried te the injured 
Mab. 

Perils Self to Save Crowd. 

The accident in which Robillard and his 
mechanician were injured was perhaps the 
most spectacular of a day of thrilling sights. 
Where Robillard had given the crowd one of 
the liveliest thrills of the day—just north 
ef Hoornbeek turn, the first of the track—his 
right rear tire blew out. 

Thousands of spectators who crowded this 
corner of the course watched the driver 
wrestle with his bucking machine. With higb 
speed on he was apparently unable to turn 
the car out of its path, which went straight 
toward-the crowds of men, women, and 
children. The terrorized persons in front of 
the car were unable to get out of the way 
when, with a sudden wrench of the whee) 
the driver pulled the nose of the machine 
to the left and it steered straight for a tele- 
phone pole, less than a dozen feet away. 

The machine struck the pole with such an 
impact that the heavy wooden upright was 
broken square in two in two places, and the 
timbers crashed down aboet the smashed 
car. One twenty foot section of the pole 
Gropped heavily to the ground, grazing the 
‘driver, who, with his mechanician, still sat 
stunned in the battered racer. 


Cheers for Heroic Driver. 
_ ‘Phe witnesses of the accident cheered hys- 
® terically as they realized their own narrow 
escape and saw the two figures stil) in the 
machine. 

“He steered ‘er in the pole on purpose, so 

' he wouldn't hit the women and babies.”’ an ex- 
cited man shouted, and another cheer for 
the driver and his mechanician was given. 

National guardemen lifted the two stunned 
passengers from the tangled iron that had 
been their racing machine, and an ambulance 
was called, After a few moments, howeevr, 
both men said that, aside from slight 
scratches,and @ bad shaking up, they were 
uninjured. 

The soldiers had trouble keeping the crowds 
off the track after the accident and several] 
of the more insistent cf the spectators felt the 
points of bayonets. 

“Mighty hard luck,” was the comment 
made by Robillard. “The car was singing 
fine and eating up the track. If it had not 
been for that tire bursting. we'd had a 
chanice.”’ 

Robillard’s other accident occurred on the 
second lap of the race at almost the same 
spot. He had just rounded the curve to the 
north at a rate of 40 miles an hour, and a 
tire—the right rear one, Mattened out. The 
machine spun right around and brought up 
Yacing almost directly backwards. Driver 
‘and aid jumped for the flattened wheel, re- 
paired the tire. and ste rted north with « burét 


of speed. ; 


One Mishap at “Death Curve.” 

Only one accident was marked up to the 
Geadly turn of iast year’s races, the ceme- 
tery turn at Udina. Raimey and his mech- 
anicilans were the victims of this accident, 
and it occurred only the second lap before 
their serious experience:

Monckmeier Goes Inte Fence. 

G. Monckmeier, tin No. 27, Staver-Chicago, 
came nearly plumging through the fence at 
the same point in the sixth lap of the Kane 
county race. He tried to make the turn at 
a racing clip and skidded. A tire burst and 
he swerved his machine from the fence just 
in time. 

A. M. Robbins, driver of Noe. 31 Abboit- 
Detroit, was scheduled for an accident by 
many of the. wise ones along the course he- 
cause it was the first race in which he ever 
bad driven. He is an automobile dealer, and 
let the speed mania drag him into the race 
aboard one of his own cars. He pulled 
through with a good record for heady driving 
and a minimum of machine trouble. 

The pitmen had the easiest time that could 
have been possible in a threerace card. Not 
a single tire was put on at the pits in front of 
the grandstand. Four drivers never stopped 
at the pits. They were Donald Herr and 
Charies Merz, driving Nationals; Hugh 
Hughes, oting a Mercer; and Mortimer 
Roberts in the Abbott-Detroit, winner of the 


Aurera trophy. 


Several New Records Set. 

Herr’s feat in the Ulinois trophy race was 
the sensation of the day, but Mulford’s record 
of last year also was broken in the Kane 
county event, a race of more than 1@ miles, 
by Hughte Hughes in a Mercer. Hisaverage 
for the distance was sixty-three miles an 
hour. 

In the Fox River trophy, Mortimer Roberts 
in a little Abbott-Detroit missed breaking 
the record of Hearne in a Benz a year ago, 
but he did not fall far short of the mark 
He dashed along at a speed of 53.5 miles an 
hour while Hearne made 54.1 miles. 

In addition to this improved showing in 
the events themselves, the course record was 
crumpled to bits. A year ago Al Livingstone 
in a National ran one lap in the Illinois cup 
race in seven minutes fifty-two seconds, This 
was scratched off the books when Herr's Na- 
tional in an early lap.was found to have 
consumed only seven minutes twenty~three 
seconds. from start to finish. He was trav- 
eling at a rate of 69.8 miles an hour. 

The drivers making the fastest laps in the 
three races received the Stromberg prize 
of $100 each. The winners of the three 
prizes and the official time of each were an- 
nounced last night by J. P. Frisby, chief 
timer of the races. Herr carried off the 
prize in the Illinois trophy contest by ne- 
gotiating the course in his second lap in 7 
minutes and 23 seconds, the record for the 
track. The Kane county entrant with the 
fastest lap was Hughes in his Mercer in the 
sixteenth lap, made in 7 minutes 41 seconds. 
The Aurora trophy fast lap winner was Rob- 
erts, victor in the race, who raced his nine- 

teenth lap in 9 minutes flat. 


All Three Races Faster. 
The comparison of the day's reguite with 
those of the first day last year showed that 


county races had been better than last year’s 
events and that the Aurora race would have 
beaten the corresponding event a year ago 
for speed had the driver not been signaled 
that he was eight minutes in the lead and 
slowed down in the last half of the sixteen

Make Start at 11 O’Cloek. 

EKighteen cars were lined up for the'start 
at 11 a. m., snorting and exploding Hike a 
battery of guns. With a thump on the driver's 
shoulder, Fred J; Wagner, the starter, shot 
them out ohne by one as rapidly.as.they could 
be wheeled up to the line. Before the last 
two were off there was a shout from a watcher 
and the first car was seen flying down the 
stretch on the first circuit, and the last cars 
were shoved out from the. pits to avoid ac- 
cidents. 

Explicit orders ‘were given by the judges 
just before the start against any sort of 
fouling and assurance that penalties would 
be severe may have done much to influence 
the nature of the driving. At any event 
there were no fouls, and accidents were sur- 
prisingly few. 

Herr, the winner of the Ilinois cup race, 
covered the first lap“in considerably less 
time than had been anticipated. Before the 
last entrants in the minor event were off he 
whirled past:in 7:37 and was promptly picked 
as a leader in the race. 

A little later the other big blue car of the 
National company, the third one off, crept 
past the Velie and ended the first lap in 7:46 
—the nine seconds loss in this one lap mak- 
ing the whole difference in the final time. 
Velie No. 2 took 9:14, and Velie No. 4 8:26,

Blue Cars Thrill Crowds. 


Round after round the big blue cars made, 
never close enough together to allow any 
demonstration of their comparative speed 
nor different methods of driving. But as 
each passed, the deafening exhaust explod- 
ing with regularity, there was a rush toward 
the scoreboard and a craning of necks to 
see whether a new record had been made. 

Herr took the turns perfectly; so did Merz. 
Herr drove the car down the stretch, body 
tense, his white helmet gradually dimming 
as the dust settled on it, his eye never swerv- 
ing from the road. Merz followed him, al- 
most a duplicate figure, driving in the same 
way, the only apparent difference between 
them being the position and the number on 
the cars. : ‘ 

On the thirteenth lap the Velie No. 4 was 
flagged—outclagsed. - Two more laps and the 
other Velie was flagged, and the National 
cars were alone in their race. Only a few 
seconds marke the difference of time for 
each lap. One gained a hundred yards in 
this lap and lost it in the next. The smaller 
cars heard the hum of the big motors be- 
hind them, and drew quickly to one side. 
the driver glancing up lon« enough to see 
tne blue cars whiz past. 

Cars Hold Positions Well. 

There was little passing of cars in any ons 
event. The drivers set their pace in the first 
few laps and hung there until! giving way for 
ja. faster car or pushing past a slower one in 
the other events. Now and then Hughes 
would shove his Mercer past a sluggisti com- 
petitor in the Kane trophy race, but the sur- 
plus of caution éliminated much of the spec- 
tacular appearance of last year’s driving.

Mrs. Myrtle Reed McCullough, the author 
who killea herself in her home on Aug. 17, 
left an estate worth approximately §125,000. 
Her will was filed yesterday in the Probate 
court clerk’s office. 

Under the provisions of the will a trust eé- 
tate is to be created and James Sydney Mc- 
Cullough, her husband, and the American 
Trust and Savings bank are named trustees. 
Mrs. McCullough’s parents, Hiram V. Reed 
and Elizabeth Reed, are to have the use of 
their present home at 1311 Balmoral avenue, 
and the additional sum of $55 a week during 
the lifetime of both.. When one dies the 
weekly allowance is to be reduced to $25 
for the survivor. 

The trust estate will cease at the death 
of both parents, and if McCullough is alive 
the estate will be his. He is allowed $100 a 
month during the lifetime of the parents 
McCullough’s sisters, the Misses Minnie.

EVEN CHUCK STEAK HIGHER. 


Shortage, Say Packers; Market Oon- 
trol, Dealers Aver, 


In the last three months the price of the 
better cuts of beef has jumped from 11 cents 
to 16 cents a pond. Yesterday another raise 
of a half cent was declared by the packers. 

Since May 6, 1011, the records of one of 
the big packing firms show a constant and 
heavy rise in the price of every sort of beef 
except the very cheapest cuts. 

No. 1 beef riba have gone from li cents 
to 16 cents, No. 1 loins from 15 cents to 19% 
cents, No. 1 rounds from 9% to 10% cents. 
Not since the record month of March, 1910, 
have beef prices risen so steadily and un- 
ceatingly. 

Due to Alleged Shortage. 

The packers explain the increase by @ sup- 
posed shortage of fancy beef cattle. Stock- 
yards records show that fancy cattle really 
ore selling $2 higher today than in the spring. 
The change has been apparent to pecker, re- 
tailer, and consumer. 

ven chuck steak is a cent higher than in 
May. The only portions of beef which do not 
appear to have been affected by the general 
raise are “ plates,” which are usually a glut 
op the market.

LOCKS HIS WIFE UP T0 DIE

ATTITUDE REMAINS FIRM 


‘Kruttschnitt to Meet Labor 
Leaders; Strike Vote of I. C. 
Employes Overwhelming. 


Prospects of strikes involving 20.000 shop 
employés of the Harriman railroads west 
of the Missouri river and 4,000 shopmen of the 
Tiiinols Central, seemed closer yesterday. 
An unsuccessful effort was made on the 
part of the labor leaders to secure a confer 
ence with President Robert 8. Lovett of the 
Harriman lines in New York. The strike 
vote of the Illinois Central employés, which 
Was counted in Paducah. Ky.. showed 97 per 
cent in favor of backing up the officers of the 
federation in their demands for recognition. 
Of the 8,000 members only 135 failed to vote. 

The officers declared that the strike will be 
ordered) on Tuesday if the railroad officials 
refuse to negotiate on Monday. Plans now 
are for a gradual tieup of the system, with 
a renewal of efforts at negotiation as each 
union is called out. 

Reports from the west indicated that the 
men are becoming more and more restless and 
ikely to take matters into their own hands 
if some adjustment is not reached at an early 
date.

MEANS CAMPAIGN IS ON. 


President’s Friends Surprised by 
Promptness of His Ene- 
mies’ Move. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., Aug. 25.—[Special.]— 
The battle for the farmere’ vote is on be- 
tween the progressive Republicans, led by 
Senator La Follette, and the administration. 

There has just come to the attention of 
the president’s friends a copy of a letter 
written by Mr. La Foilette to various 
grangers denouncing the Canadian reciproc- 
ity agreement as an attack upon the farming 
interests and an aid to the trusts, and criti-

after which both plunged down the south 
embankment and rolled over. 

The free end of a day coach, in which most 
of the victims were riding, shoved out over 
the gulf and followed by a second day coach, 
stripped the rear guard of the south side of 
the trestle and plunged to the shallow river 
bed, more than forty feet below. 

The end of the first day coach that went 
over struck the east embankment of solid 
masonry, and, with the other sixty foot car 
behind it, shot against the wal! with terrific 
force. 

Both cars were filled with passengers and 
lay a mass of crumbled wood, metal, and 
glass under which a hundred men, women, 
and children, many of whom were killed in- 
stantly, were buried. The greatest lose of 
life occurred in the first day coach, but a 
dozen persons were later taken dead from 
the second coach, which, after following 


coupling and thus saved the rest of the train 
from being dragged along. fe 


Passengers Piled in Car End. 
This second coach struck on the bottom 
and stood end up, the rear end projecting 
a few feet above the top of the trestle. All

President’s Advisers Concerned. 

\here is no gainsaying that the president’s 
advisers are considerably concerned over the 
promptness with which the opponents of the 
administration have begun to work. It-had 
been expected a campaign would be inaugu- 
rated, but it was believed time would be 
given to the farming population to consider 
the merits Of reciprocity without partisan 
argument and that the result would be a 
change in sentiment. 

Evidently, however, the progressive Re- 
publicans have no intention of losing a valua- 
ble opportunity.. They not only propose to be 
on/‘the ground first, but to carry on their 
fight, at least until the nomination campaign 
fe over. Their attitude presents this serious 
aspect to the Republican party: 

Can the progressives consistently support 
Mr. Taft's election in November of next year 
when they are denouncing him as the »nemy | 
. of the farmer and the champion of the 
“trusts? 

There is, of course. only one answer to this 
question. 

Taft Avoids Personalities. 

So far as the president is concerned, he has 
been extremely careful not to impugn the 
motives of Mr. La Foliette or any other pro- 
gressive. Throughout the extra session, 
when he was sharply assailed by the Wiscon- 
sin senator, he refrained from striking back. 

He went so far as to make no comments 
even to personal friends upon the attacks 
made pon him, and a member of the cabinet 
states that in cabinet meetings there was 
not a single aspersion cast upon Mr. La Fol- 
lette. It was the principle at stake for which 
the president was fighting. and he felt he 
could afford to overlook personalities. 

It is probable the president will continue 
to observe this same attitude. He believes 
heart and soul in the Canadian reciprocity 
arrangement. He is confident it will prove 
advantageous to both countries and that its 
operation will convince the farmers he was 
right and his critics wrong. It will be his 
effort to demonstrate on his coming west- 
. ern tour there is not a provision in the agree- 
ment which will be harmful to the farmers. 


Will Meet Farmers Face to Face. : 

The president proposes to meet the farmers 
face to face, invading especially those states 
where, according to reports, the sentiment 
continues strong against the agreement. He 
will stop in Ohio, Indiana, and Illinois, dis- 
cuse the arrangement in Wisconsin, Minne- 
sota, North and South Dakota, and Iowa, 
and dwell upon the same theme in the north- 
western states. In addition he will defend 
his action in vetoing the free list bill, the 
woo! bill, and the cotton bill. He will make 
it clear that the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment was a well considered matter, which 
had the approval not only of experts of the 
state department, but of the tariff board, 
while the tarif revision measures passed at 
the instance of the house Democrats were 
hdstily conceived and based upon inadequate 
information. 

It is expected further he will reiterate his 
pledge to insist upon the revision of the wool, 
cotton, iron and steel, and leather schedules, 
im accérdance with the findings of the tariff 
board, at the next session of congress. 


Cabinet Members Will Help. 

Besides the speeches the president will 
make members of his cabinet wil! deliver 
addresses .in support of his attitude. It is 
expected further that the regular Republican 
senators and congressmen who voted for the 

“reciprocity bil) and against the Democratic 
revision measure will discuss the entire tariff 
question with their constituents. 

Reliable reports which have reached here 
show the La Follette propaganda is not 
making much headway in New England or 
in the north Atlantie middle states. In 
Ohio it is estimated there are about 8,000 
farmers who are members of the National 
Grange, which, of course, is earnestly op- 
posed to the Canadian agreement Ualf of 
these are said to be Democrats. 

The grange is not strong in Indiana or 
Mliinois. The center of hostility is in Wis- 
ronsin. Minnesota, North end South Dekota, 
und Iowa. 

The administration does not deny :hat the 
farmers of those states +re decidedly worked 
up over the tariff procedure of the president, 
and it is among thero especially tnet mis-

BEGINS WATER BUREAU INQUIRY. 


Commissioner of Public Works Orders 
Quiz Into Conduct of Employes— 
Expects to File Charges.

It was several minutes, however, before 
anybody reached the cars at the bottom to 
help the victims, 

‘The cars did not catch fire. Axes were ob- 


and carried by the rescuers, knee deep in the 
river bed, to the bank on the west side of 
the trestle. There the dead and injured were 
laid out on the ground while planks and tim- 
ber were requisitioned and a field hospital 
was established. ' 


Special Hospital Trains Run. 

It was more than an hour before many of 
the injured could be removed and special 
trains from both Geneva and Rochester 
brought physicians, nurses, and medical sup- 
plies. Hundreds awaited treatment, and the 
railroad station at Manchester, the cider mill, 
and an icehouse were used to give temporary 
shelter and treatment to the sufferers. 

It Was necessary to chop through the sides 
and bottom of the day coach at the bottom 
and the work of removing the victims moved 
with painful slowness. Death had come 
swiftly to many, a large number of the dead 
having had their skulls crushed when they 
were thrown against the car seats and pre 
jections. The mortality wae high among the 
older passengers, most of whom were vet- 
erans of the civil war, accompanied by their 
wives. 

The dead removed from the wreck and 
brought to a morgue at Shortsville, near 
here, at 9, o'clock tonight numbered twenty- 
three. Two other persons died in Rochester 
of their injuries. Several other persons with 
possibly mortal injuries are lying in the hos- 
pitals at Rochester, Geneva, and Clifton 
Springs. 

Veterans’ Hats Recovered. 

A pathetic sight was witnessed in the Man- 
chester stationgonight where the hats of the 
men in blue with their gold braid and the 
more pretentious headgear of the sons of vet- 
erans were piled in heaps with baggage, 
bloody garments, umbrellas, and other per- 
sonal effects, most of which are the property 
of the dead. 

The wrecked train was in charge of Con- 
ductor James Hillick of Geneva with Engi- 
neers BGwman and Callan on the engines. 
Conductor HilHek had just stepped from the 
dining car to the next car in front when the 
dining car left the track. 

He pulled the signal for brakes and both 
engineers responded instantly. Engineer 
Bowman of the seoond engine was leaning 
from his cab window and as he turned on the 
brakes he looked backward to learn the cause 
of the trouble and saw the cars toppling off 
the bridge. ‘ 

Surviving Passengers Help. 
Passengers in the cars which remained on 
the track gave prompt assistance. Appeals 
for doctors and nurses were sent to the near- 
by places and specia! relief trains were run 
from both east and west: So great was the 
number of injured that there was work for all. 
A number of persons had miraculous es- 
capes. One woman was all ..at remained 
alive from afamily of four. Two men jumped 
through a window and escaped with slight 
cuts. 

Several Roman Catholic priests were on 
the train, among whom were Mgr. Hen- 
dricks of Ovid, the Rev. Father William 
Harrington of Ithaca, the Rev. Father James 
Griffith of Waverly, together with two Sis- 
ters of charity. None of the ecclesiustics 
was injured seriously, although those named 
sustained bruises and had their bodies 
wrenched. 

The priests fmmediatety went among the 
injured and dead and administered the last 
rites of the church to those who were still 
alive. As one of the priests hurried through 
the injured people near the wreckage, en- 
deavoring to learn who were and were not 
Catholics in order thet they might admin- 
ister the last rites, he was stopped by a 
woman. Going over to her, he asked. whether 
or not she was a Catholic, but she replied 
that she was not. 

Then, in a voice filled with tears and racked 
by agonizing pains, she cried: “Isn't the 
Lord the same Lord for all, whether we are 
Catholics or Protestants? Won't you gaya 
prayer to the good Lord Jesus for mé.” The 
priést knelt beside the woman and offered up 
a prayer.

Deneen that the 
downstate cities will not brook a passing 
up of a reapportionment,” said conspicuous 
downstate representatives, who have not 
been particularly friendly to the administra- 
tion. ‘To do so would be to pass over two 
congressmen to Chicago, when we are en- 
titled to one of them. Moreover. from our 
point of view, the state might go Demo- 
cratic. We will pass a reapportionment bill 
and if we have to pase the deep waterway 
bill to do it, then there will be at least 
strength enough to warrant the prediction 
at this time that the Johnson bill will be 
passed early in October.” 
There was a big bunch of legislators, Re- 
publican and Democratic, at the race track, 
and later over at Camp Deneen, and they 
talked freely of the prospects of the hang- 
over session, indicating that this is a liver 
political topic than the questien of guberna- 
torial candidates. ¥ 
Gov. Denagn made no direct statement of 
his position, intimating, however, that there 
would be something to say from executive 
headquarters within the next few days 
Members of the senate and house who con- 
ferred with him as to conditions in their dis- 
tricts are going back home confident that 
the governor will seek renomination and is 
not afraid of the primary result. 


Little Lorimer Excitement. ) 
It was significant, politically. that the Lori- 
mer speech at Doquoin made comparatively 
little stir among the politicians. The con- 
sensus of opinion is that the junior senator 
has simply laid out a platform ané the oniy 
one in sight upon which the Lorimer-forces 
could start a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for governor. The platform, so 
these political experts profess to believe, ‘s 
immaterial when the forces behind the can4i- 
date are considered. 
Republicans and Democrats alike appear 
to think that a Republican house caucus at 
Springfield which would pass judgment on a 
waterway bill and a reapportionment meas- 
ure simultaneously would end the waterway 
as an issue between the Deneen and tho 
Lorimer factions, and the administration 
allies claim that the failure of Senator Lori- 
mer to talk about his waterway plans down 
in the’country where he and Cireco J. Lin«- 
ley had most effectively campaigned, was 4 
full blown symptom that the Lorimer people 
are convinced that their own particular 
waterway idea is a dead one. 

There were no Lorimer men in touch with 
the roundup today and there was no north- 
ern Illinois confirmation of the thoroughly 
developed talk at Duquoin at the Lorimer 
meeting, that Richard Yates is to be their 
candidate|for the governorship. 

The gossip was thoroughly one way and 
was to the effect that Gov. Deneen should go 
after another term, under the existing polit< 
ical conditions.

Was naturally revived through the death of 
Mrs. Minard, and Gohring was besieged on 
all sides by reporters whe wanted to pub- 
lish the story. But the engineer kept stil). 
He afterward explained that he was 
* bunkoed "’ into silence through & promise 
that he would be reinstated. 

He waited a reasonable time and then 
asked his friend on the board regarding the 
outiook. ‘‘ There's nothing doing for you,”’ 
and then 
Gohring created something bordering on a 
scene in the board rooms by exclaiming: 

* Well, I'm a fighter, but you folks gave 
me a raw deal, and I’'H get even. You in- 
sinuated I was incompetent; yet I hold rec- 
ommendations from every man for whom I 
ever worked, including several schoo! prin- 
cipals and the chief engineer of the board. 
I nave taken four examinations since then 
with from 125 to 150 competitors and passed 
two firsts and two seconds. My story will 
get before the pubilc if I have to start man- 
damus proceedings or distribute handbills. 
From this minute on I will camp on Minard’s 
trail, and before I am through you will be 
glad for the information I gather. This isa 
fight to a finish, and I am likely to say and 
do things that will be unpalatable to the 
board.”’ 

Takes Up Lonely Search. 
The engineer took the trail in earnest. He 
met Minard on the street as early as 8 o'clock 
in the morning and as late as 10 o'clock at 
night. He knew that Minard had closed up | 
his Maywood home, sent his piano to the 
school, and that he had moved to South Ash- 
land avenue. Right after ite occurrence he 
related an ingtance of Minard going down 
Ashland avenue leading Harry, the young- 
est son of Mrs. Belenger, by the hand, and 
he knew that this boy returned soon after- 
ward proudly exhibiting a jar of jam, and 
boasting, *‘ Look what Mr. Minard gave me.” 

On July 27 Gohring reported to the board of 
education that he and two friends had fol- 
lowed Mrs. Belenger from her home to a 
Madison street car. Gohring and his friends 
followed in an automobile, and when she 
alighted at Garfield park Minard was with 
her. The board paid no attention to this 1nd 
Gohring and his friends made affidavits. 
Still he was turned down. On July a bacon 
ring found Mrs. Belenger sitting in a cOrner 
drug store for an hour waiting for a message 
which finally came, and Gohring says he can 
prove that Minard was at the other end of 
the wire.

Lands at Governor’s Island; Will 
- Soar to Sheepshead Bay 
Today, He Says.

New York, Aug. 26.—{Special]—Harry At- 
wood got here today from 8t. Louis by aero- 
plane, carrying a suitcase, but bareheaded, 
because he took off his cap to bid Yonkers 
good on as he fiew down the majestic 
Hudson and the cap volplaned into the river. 

He descended at Governor's island at 2:35 
o’ clock, after doing the fina! jump from North 
Nyack, thirty-one miles, in forty-one min- 
utes. In covering the 1,265 miles from St. 
Louis he was in the air 28 hours and 9 min- 
utes. It is the longest journey ever made by 
a man in the air. 

Up Sheepshead Bay. 

Atwood did not go to Sheepshead Bay to- 
day and there may a roar or two from citi- 
zens who waited for him there on Thursday . 
and got rain checkBywhen he did not appear, 
but young Mr. Atwood says his conscienceis 
clear, as he Intends to fly to Sheepshead Bay 
from Governor's island tomorrow afternoon. 

Just whai the unprecedented trip means to 
Atwood in eagh he did not know today. 
When he got to the Knickerbocker hotel 
$10,000 was handed to him by Victor J. Evana, 
@ patent attorney of Washington, who offered 
that prize all by his tone self, because he 
thought the Washington chamber of com- 
merce hadn’t done the right thing in merely 
taking Atwood out to lunch when he flew 
from New York to the capital. 

Then there is $1,500 that was paid by a 
St. Louis newspaper on the day he started 
east, and there may be something coming 
for exhibitions at eight towns along the 
way. 

“ But,”” says Atwood, “you. must know 
that I paid $4,000 to my managers at Lyons 
the other night. I got tired of flying just 
to suit somebody else’s financial conven- 
lence. My net profit ig to little that I hate 
to talk about it."’ 


May Retire from the Air. 

Atwood tonight says that he may retire 
permanently from aviation, and his projected 
coast-to-coast trip may never be made. 

“Tt is too risky.” said the aviator. “ Man 
after man has made new records in aviation 
of late, only to drop suddenly to death. I 
have been much more careful than many bird- 
“men, but I feel that if I stay in. the clouds 
too long I shall some day meet my fate also. 
It is practically inevitable that sooner or 
later an aviator, no matter how careful he 
may be, will end his flights with a sudden 
plunge to destruction."’

TELLS HIS STORY TODAY. 


Action of Bloodhounds Held to 
Indicate Guilt of Accused 
Young Virginian. 


Chesterfield Court House, Va. Aug. 25.— 
{Special.J—The climax of the common- 
wealth’s case against Henry Clay Beattie 
Jr., on trial here for wife murder, will come 
tomoriow, when Paul Beattie his cousin, 
qwill take the stand 

The attorneys for the prosecution will at- 
tempt to show through Paul Beattie's testi- 
gony that the gun which was found on the 
Midlothian turnpike the day after Mrs. Beat- 
tie was killed was bought by Paul at a 
pawnshop at the instance of Henry Beattie, 
to whom it was turned over. Lawyers for 
the defense promise that Paul's cross ex- 
amination will be severe, and it is not unlike- 
ly that they may move for his indictment as 
g result of the revelations he may make. 

One witness swore today that at 10:55 
g’clock on the night of July 18 he heard a 
woman's shrill scream at a spot on the Mid- 
jothian turnpike about 500 yards from his 
house, and that the scream was followed 
almost instantly by the report of a gun. 


Hiding of Gun Suspected. 
Another witness testified that he saw a 
man much resembling Henry Beattie stand- 
ing by an automobile about twenty or thirty 
feet from the spot afterward marked by a 
pool of blood. This was a few minutes after 
sundown on the evening of the homicide. The 
statement was in line with the effort of the 
prosecuting attorney to show that Beattie, 
before he took his wife out for a ride in the 
automobile, had secreted the shotgun behind 
g stump a few feet off the road. 

W. W. Snyder. a deputy sheriff, told how 
he had hurried to the scene of the crime with 
two bloodhounds early on the morning f6)- 
lowing the shooting and how his dogs start- 
ed at the dark stain of blood in the road and 
went straight to a stump a few yards off the 
road. circled it, and returned again to the 
blood marks. 
brought by Maj, James D. Patton, a mem- 
ber of the state penitentiary directorate, had 
found no other trail than this short one to 
the stump and back, though Beattie had said 
the man who did the shooting turned and run 
up the road Into the dark. Three footprints 
were visible in sand near the stump thus indi- 
eated by the bloodhounds,

Stefansson Writes of People 
That Never Before Saw In- 


‘RAISES GREAT PROBLEM. 


Explorer, Former Harvard Man, 
Reports Strange Discoveries 
in the North. 


New York, Aug. 25—A race of people that 
never before beheld a white man or an In- 
dian has been discovered in the Arctic regions 
of British Columbia by Vilhimar Stefansson, 
leader of the American museum's scientific 
expedition which left here in April, 1908, ac- 
cording te a letter received from him in Brook- 
lyn. today. Tr 

In his letter, which is dated “ Mouth of the 
Deasé River, Oct. 18, 1910,” and {s the first in- 
telligence recefved from the party within 
& year, Stefansson says: 

“We have discovered people in a region 
supposed to be uninhabited and have lived a 
few months among people who never had 
seen @ white man or an Indian (although 
they had heard of both), and did not even 
know I was not an Eskimo—so little were 
they informed on what white men are like. 
We have discovered Eskimo (in speech and 
habits) who are Scandinavians in appear- 
ance. 


Bears on Two Great Problems. 

“This find is the beginning of the solu- 
tion of one of two-problems: 

“ What became of some of Frank!in’s men? 

“What became of the 3,000 Scandinavians 
who disappeared from Greenland in the fif- 
‘teenth century? 

“ Or, if neither of these questions is to be 
answered, then we have introduced a new 
problem of scientific interest: Why do some 
of the people of Victoria Land differ marked- 
ly from the rest of their race? Why are 
they so European in type? We have dis- 
covered the nonexistence of a stream which 
the maps make the size of the Hudson river. 
When the River La Ronciere disappears from 
the map I shall feel I have done some house 
cleaning.

FRANCE FIXES FINAL TERMS.

PARIS, Aug. 2%.—A cabinet council was 
held today and the course of the negotia- 
tions with Germany over the Moroccan dis- 
pute was unanimously approved as were the 
instructions to Jules Cambon, the French 
ambassador to Germany, as drawn up by M. 
de Sélves, the minister of foreign affairs, and 
M. Cambon, after long conferences in which 
Premier Caillaux, L. le Brun, the minister 
of colonies, and M. Cruppi, the minister of 
justice, participated.

Generally it is 
used interrogatively in the sense that “ can 
it be possible that we must fight?” and “ is 
Germany pushing us into war?” 


Kaiser Hints at War? 

ALTONA, Prussia, Aug. 25.—Emperor Wil- 
liam tonight made a speech at a banquet in 
honor of the province of Schleswig-Hoistein, 
whither he has come to attend the maneu- 
vers.

Goodman’s Scholarly 
“History of the Jews.” 


BY ELIA W. PEATTIE. 


MONG the “Temple Primers” issued by 
E. P. Dutton @ Co. is “A HISTORY OF 
THE JEWS,” by Paul Goodman, which 
beginning with the patriarchs, concludes 
with the present day status of the Jew. 
Mr. Goodman has brought to his task abundant 
scholarship, and the reader cannot but regret 
the brevity which has been forced upon the 
author. A man of liberal opinions and calm 
pature, he has been able to review the long, 
curious and often unhappy history of his peo- 
ple with philosophic judgment and discrimina- 
tion He is sympathetic in his attitude toward 
Christianity. Christ, he bears witness, “in 
turning to the forlorn outcasts of society, added 
an exquisitely tender note to the spiritual har- 
mony of man.” He compares the turmoil of 
the period which saw the execution of this 
impassioned disturber of society to the French 
revolution. But he observes: It is one of the 
strangest and most tragic ironies of history 
that the Christian church, whose origin and 
exisence is due to Jews, whose spiritual inspi- 
ration and highest moral lessons are derived 
from the lives of Jews, whose sacred books 
and divine worship are the most sublime pro- 
ductions and manifestations of the Jewish 
mind; that this church which recognizes in a 
Jew the greatest son of humanity and the in- 
carnation of God himself, which honors his 
mother as the queen of heaven and as the high- 
est type of womanhood, and which has dedi- 
cated its greatest temples to the memory of 
Jews, should have been the most implacable 
foe of the Jewish people, ard of its religious 
individuality.” Mr. Goodman continues: “It 
is a happy sign of the progressive enlightment 
of mankind, as well as the highest tribute to 
the common aspirations of Judaism and Chris- 
tianity that, at least tn Anglo-Saxon coun- 
tries, the Christian persecution of the Jews 
should now be regarded as one of those sad 
features of the past over which Jew and Chris- 
tian alike, for reasons which do honor to both 
of them, would fain draw a veil of oblivion.” 
He speaks of the enormous increase of the 
Jewish population, refers to the city of New 


York as their rallying point—the Jewish pop-. 


ulation of that metropolis is 1,000,000—and 
comments with pride upon the honorable part 
which Jews now play in England, socially and 
politically, speaks of the increasing interest 
which they take in contemporary literature and 
other arts, that the Hebrew language, so far 
from being dead, is assuming a flexibility 
hitherto unknown to it. “ Hebrew,” he writes, 
“in spite of its hoary antiquity, has entered 
once more the republic of letters, with all the 
elernents and potentialities of a modern lan- 
guage.” 

although the history is necessarily succinct, 
it will serve as a sufficient book of reference 
in all larger matters relating to the history of 
the Jewish people 
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A number of succinct and practical little 
books appear under the general title of “ AP- 
PLETON’S SCIENTIFIC PRIMERS.” (D. Ap- 
pleton & Co.) J. W. Gregory, F. R. &., pro- 
tessor of geology in the Universfty of Glas- 
gow, has prepared the primer entitled “ Geol- 
ogy’; W. A. Tilden, D. Sc, F. R. &S., fellow of 
the University of London, and professor of 
chemistry in the Imperial College of Science 
and Technology, has written “ Chemistry”; 
while “ Botany” has been prepared by J. Rey- 
nolds Green, Sc. D._F. R. 8. of Downing col- 
lege, Cambridge, an{ “ Biology,” by R. J. Har- 
vey Gibson, M. A., professor of botany in,the 
University of Liverpool. All are under~ the 
editorial supervision of Prof. J. Reynolds 
Green. 

The aim of each author has been to make 
plain the fundamentals of his respective sub- 
ject. The work !s not for children, but for 
adults who wish to be made acquainted with 
underlying principles of natural science, 
and they may be regarded as doors, welcoming 
those desirous of entering, into the vast edifice 
of science. They are interestingly prepared, 
are illustrated in a practical manner, and are 
just the thing to help the busy but fnquisitive 
layman to an understanding of the marvelous 
planet on which.he lives.

“AN INTRODUCTION TO MATHEMATICS,” 
by A. N. Whitehead, Sc. D., F. R. S., and the 
autho rof ‘‘Universal Algebra,’’ comes from 
the press of Henry Holt & Co. Mr. White- 
head has written an introduction on the ab- 
stract nature of mathematics, and has then 
proceeded to set forth ‘the algebraic tdea, by 
which the processes of thought are symbolized. 
He offers to the tinvestigating reader the 
philosophic aspects of mathematics, and én- 
deavors to arouse an enthusiasm for the sci- 
enoe by his manner of application and demon- 
stration. The book is an unusual one, a study 
of its pages could not fail to arouse even in 
the most languid mind a fresh interest In this 
most abstract and yet accurate of sciences. 
The manner of explanation is excellent—the 
work of a man of broad ideas, who feels him- 
self master of a great theme.

It is doubtful whether Mr. Brander Matthews 
ever has made a book of so much intrinsic 
value as his “A STUDY OF VERSIFICATION ” 
(Houghton-Mifflin company). It has that ‘‘am- 
plitude of treatment "—as he might say—that 
is the outgrowth of twenty years of experience 
in teaching the subject. The book not only 
contains many interesting studies but it has 
many suggestions for the student. The ex- 
amples are numerous and have particular 
charm, Some of them are the old ones, be- 
cause they are the best of their’ kind, but 
there are many that have not appeared in the 
few other manuals we have of versification. 

There is a distinct place for such a book as 
this. It will fill not only a class room need 
but also be of value to the otherwise dumb 
poet who can here acquire technic, Words- 
worth speaks of such to the effect that. want- 
ing the accomplishment of verse, which they 
did not gain in youth, they were forever dumb. 
Verbal and metrical felicities, measures and 
stanza devices—in fact, everything concerned 
in verse making, and much more than meets 
the eye of the casual reader unversed in verse 
perfections are here amply considered. Says 
Mr. Matthews as a final word: “ When a poet 
soars aloft upon Pegasus he ought to be one 
with his winged steed; he may guide it at will 
as it soars aloft, but he must not let the spec- 
tator see nim dismount.”

There is a finality about go splendid a w 
as “THE LIFE ND LETTERS OF MARTIN 
LUTHER,” by Preserved Smith (Houghton- 
Mifflin company) that makes it a very satis- 
factory volume to possess. Dr. Smith has giv- 
en extraordinary diligence and devotion to this 
monumental task. He does not seem to have 
neglected ‘any slightest phase of the life and 
experience of the great reformer. He has pre- 
sented the human side of the man with rare 
success and the public side with great thor- 
oughness. He has been indefatigable in his ef- 
forts to present the whole man. He has also 
given, in particular, every aspect, political, so- 
cial, and moral of the great schism which it 
took a man of Luther’s might to make prevail, 
with the great leader's relation to other leaders 
and forces in the revolt against Rome. 

It is almost incomprehensible that any man, 
especially a man tortured by various physical 
infirmities, could have turned out such a vol- 
ume of work as did Luther, and when to this 
is added the “ Table Talk,” which his devoted 
disciples took down year after year, the task 
presented to the biographer is a prodigious one. 
There are four hundred and twenty works from 
Luther’s pen, and he has been the subject of a 
voluminous number of books of one sort and 
another, a long list of which Dr. Smith gives 
in a bibliographical appendix. 

It would seem to be almost the work of a 
lifetime to*learn all that may be learned about 
Martin Luther. Therefore the reviewer of such 
a book as this of Dr. Smith’s must feel a great 
incompetence before it, an ‘ncompetence to 
judge in any way except that of measuring it 
up with books in general of this sort. So 
judged it takes its place among those of the 
very highest worth.

Crecy Soup for August 26. 
R. FRANK SCHLOESSER, Englishman, 
and great specialist in all affaires gas- 
tronomic, in one of his charming books 
on eating, says: “Carrot soup is not 
only excessively nice and nourishing, 
but it also has a curious and historical inter- 
est. The best French carrots come from the 
neighborhood of Crécy, and carrot soup is there- 
fore generally known as Crécy soup. Now the 
famous battle of that name, where Edward the 
Black Prince won.his three feather badge and 
motto of Ich. Dien, was fought on Saturday, 
Aug. 26, 1346, and court gossip says that to 
this day the Prince of Wales has Crécy soup 
for dinner every 26th of August. I am unable 
to verify the statement, but trust that it may 
be true; anyway, it is a pretty fable.” 

This is the recipe for a chafing dish carrot 
soup that follows this story: “ To make car- 
rot soup cut up three or four fair sized car- 
rots into thin round slices, put them in the 
chafing dish with a wine glass of sherry, two 
cloves, a sprinkling of nutmeg, and @ good 
bunch of parsley; pour over it a cupful of stock 
and let it nearly boil, but not quite. When the 
carrots are quite soft and almost pulpy, mash 
them well in a soup plate and, discarding any- 
thing hard in the mixture, replace it in the 
chafer with two more cups of stock, a teaspoon 
of sugar, and just before it boils drop in a 
walnut of butter and take it off the flame. 
Toasted dice are the usual accompaniment and 
the soup, if well concocted, is very hard to beat 
for honest, toothsome fare.”

The following recipe is a genuine old French 
one for Crécy soup and by one of the most 
famous of French cooks, Alexis Sayer: 

“Crécy Soup, or Purée of Carrots—Procure 
five or six large carrots, as red as possible, 
well scrape them, then shave them into very 
thin slices, taking off all the exterior red, but 
not using the center, then peel and slice a large 
onion, a turnip, a quarter of a pound of lean 
ham, a few spMes of parsley, and two bay 
leaves; put them into a stewpan, with four 
ounces of butter, fry the whole to a light yel- 
lowish color, then add the carrot, with a pint 
of water, and let all stew until perfectly ten- 
der; mix in two ounces of flour quite smoothly 
and five pints of stock, season with a little salt 
and sugar, and stir upon the fire until boiling 
a quarter of an hour, when pass through a 
tammy. No cream must be added. 
ought to be of a red color.” 

Sover recommends a purée of white Belgian 
carrots, called Crécy a la Reine, as uncommon 
and delicate. 

Purée A la Crécy (carrot and rice soup.)— 
Put about eight carrots, cut into small pieces, 
and one white onion into three pints of water, 
when cooked remove from fire and mash the 
carrots, then put back into the water and add 
a cupful of rice with salt, pepper, and a small 
piece of, butter. Add a cup of cream or milk 
and serve—Mrs. F. A. May, 1436 Sixty-sixth 
place.

Cream of Crécy Soup.—Three carrots, two 
tablespoons butter, one pint of milk, one slice 
of onion, a bay leaf, and one tablespoon flour, 
one and a half cups boiling water, one-eighth 
pint of cream. Slice thin three medium sized 
carrots, place in stewpan, add one tablespoon 
of butter and the boiling water, and cook until 
tender—about three-fourths of an hour. Heat 
milk in double boiler with onion and bay leaf. 
When carrots are tender rub through a sieve. 
Rub together one tablespoon of butter and one 
tablespoon of flour and add to hot milk, remove 
onion and bay leaf. Add carrots to milk mix- 
ture and boil five minutes. Add one-fourth oup 
of cream. Serve with crackers or croutons.—

Bible Conference Indorses Arbitration. 


Winona Lake, Ind, Aug. 26.—([Special.)— 
International peace, to which reference has 
been made several times in addresses at the 
Winona Lake bible conference, today was 
formally indorsed by resolutions which will 
be forwarded to President Taft and the 
tnited States senate, 

The president, through his secretary, sent a 
letter to the conference expressing good will 
and a desire for the coéperation/of all the 
churches in making effective the proposed in- 
ternational treaty with France and England, 
Senator Blihu Root sent a personal letter, 
which was read by the chairman of the meet- 
ing, Z. B. Campbell of Winona Lake, 

“TI think,” said Senator Root in his letter, 
“that the most important thing it is possible 
for the church to do in aid of that cause is 
to make a special point of inculcating the 
duty of kindly consideration for the rights 
and feelings of the peoples of other coun- 
tries. There ts a limit to the benefit which 
can be secured by merely talking about peace 
unless the conduct of those who are sup- 
posed to be in favor of peace is practically 
affected so as to promote peace.

‘‘More quarrels among private individuals 
come from insult and heedless disregard of 
others’ rights and feelings than come from 
real questions about rights.

That Chicago ts rapidly approaching the 
three million population mark and will reach 
it Before the next federal census in 1920 is 
indicated by ‘the city directory for 1911-12, 
advance copies of which will be issued by 
the Chicago Directory company on Monday. 
An increase of 78,901 over the federal census 
figures of 2,185,283 is shown. 

Taking for a numerical basis the multiple 
figure of 2.74, which is the ratio of names In 
the official census figures to those in the 


city directory,*this statement of increase is 
conservative. 


Tabulated Pages Total 1,804. 

An addenda of 28,560 names to the Ctrestadly 
lists has been made, and the new publication 
will contain 1,804 pages of tabulated matter. 
The Chiéago directory is three times as large 
as that of New York. According to E. J. 
Dillon, manager of the Chicago Directory 
company, the new city directory will stand 
4S @ publication perfect in every detail. 
Nearly 8,000 men have devoted their entire 
effort to the work for the last year, and every 
possible check has been kept upon the tabu- 
lation of names and figures to avoid mistakes. 


First Directory in 1844, 
Comparison of the new directory with the 
first one published in Chicago, in 1844, pro- 
vides an interesting sidelight on the growth 
of the city. The first one was compiled by 
J. W. Norris and published by Ellis and 
Fergus, job printers. It was a small hand- 
book, containing 1,420 names. The city was 
described as ‘“‘a thriving village of 7,000 in- 
habitants.’’ 


NEW YORK LARGEST CITY. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 25.—That New York can 
already fairly claim to be the largest city in 
the world is shown by a comparison of the 
censug just comp'etéd in London@vith the 
health department's estimate of New York's 
numbers. 

The population of the administrative county 
and city of London is 4,522,628, as compared 
with 4,983,385, the population of the adminig- 
trative boroughs of New York City on Jan. 1. 
To retain first place London must include 
the outlying metropolitan police districts, 
which will give it more than 7,500,000. 
Another significant comparison between 
‘the two cities is the death rate, showing that 
the American metropolis is far and away 
the healthier city.

Conflict between the county civil service 
commission and the Juvenile court commis- 
sion was avoided when the former body met 
in the morning, leaving the probation officers 
at the call of the citizens’ committee in the 
afternoon. 

Willard E. Hotchkiss, chairman of the 
citizens' committee, said his organization had 
decided to meet yesterday, not knowing that 
the civil service commission planned on doing 
the same. 


Evaded a Joint Meeting. 
“When the question of holding a joint 
meeting came up we decided we didn’t want 
the commission to Participate with us,’’ ex- 
Plained Prof. Hotchkiss. ‘‘ Its members are 
the custodians of the jobs of the people we 
were to question, and perhaps they would 
speak more freely with the civil service com- 
missioners absent. We bear no animus to 
the other commission, but we will not indulge 
in horse play.” 

Ballard Dunn, president of the civil service 
commission, made an effort in his hearing to 
show that the Juvenile court law might as 
well be off the statutes as far as it governs 
the supervision of children placed in indus- 
trial schools. He asserted that these inst{- 
tutions would not accept children except 
under the old industrial school act. 

This move is a blow aimed at two members 
of the dommittee conducting the opposition 
investigation, Father Quille and Mrs. Henry 
Solomon. The former is head of the Working 
Boys’ home and Mrs. Solomon is an active 
director of the Illinois Industria! School for 
Girls at Park Ridge. 


Officer Tells One Fault. 
After being questioned by Mr. Dunn. Mrs. 
tmma Quinlan, a probation officer, said the 


law is entirely nullified so far as it con- 
cerns children committed to industrial 
schools. 


“It is impossible for the court to follow 
the careers of children sent to these schools,” 
she said. “I have tried to learn something 
of these children. I only received the informa- 
tion that they were well cared for and would 
be produced on an order of the court.” 
Willlam H. Burch, court officer for the 
Ilinols Industrial School for Girls, said the 
school had five girls working out. They 
receive the money they earn. He also said 
there are thirty-four younger girls working in 
homes who receive no compensation. 


Witter Tells of Overwork. 

No serious faults in the Juvenile court act 
were revealed to members of the citizen's 
committee. Chief Probation Officer John H. 
Witter said the members of his force are 
overworked and could better care for children 
if ten additional officers werenamed. Healso 
suggested that each officer have an office 
where at a certain hour each day she could 
meet with the people. 

Mrs. Mary Brundage asserted that the 
public has a friendly attitude toward the 
court. Several other officers who followed 
her substantiated the statement. 


Call Some Reports False. 
Questions revealed the fact that the officers 
have had wide experience in social work 
Each gne who testified explained with en- 
thusiasm the détails of her work. Not one 
could recall an instance where a parent could 
not locate a child after it had been given to 
the custody of the court. Neither could they 
recall any complaint about the court's pro- 
ceedings: until recently when two mothers. 
frightendd by a muckraking campaign of @ 
morning; paper, asked to have their boys 
back. They were content to let their children 
alone after they had been told pwhere they 
were and had talked with them.

She had appealed to the courts to prevent 
him from marrying an actress of the name of 
Mile. Lefevre, upon whom he had lavished 
large sums of money, and she likewise de- 
manded that her son should be provided with 
a conseil judiciare, that is to say, that he 
should be judicially proclaimed {nsolvent, ip- 
capable of managing his own affairs, which 
were to be vested in the hands of a trustee, 
and that he should be deemed incompetent to 
contract any legal obligation or fulfill any 


civic duty. 

The courts declined to prohibit the Vicomte 
de Tredern from marrying Mlle. Lefevre, but 
did provide him with a consei] judiciare, 
whose consent he will be obliged to obtain 
before he is able to contract any marriage. 

Incidentally the suit brought to light the 
fact that the young vicomte’s mother, who 
for more than a quarter of a century wes 
known tis one of the most conspicuous fig- 
ures in Parisian society, has been compelled 
to drop her name and title and to style her- 
self ‘Mme. Jeanne Say." She was ingru- 
dent enough to secure a divorce from the 
Vicomte Chretien de Tredern in 1888, and 
since then a law has been enacted depriving 
divorcées of the names ‘and titles of their 
former husbands,

Mme. Jeanne Say may be sald to have lost 
not one but two Well known titles and his- 
toric names. Her first husband was Marquis 
Roland de Brissac, eldest son and heir of 
the tenth Duc de Brissac. He met his death 
on the battlefield in 1871 in the closing strug- 
gles of the Franco-German wer. 

His widow and her little boy, then 8 years 
old, took up their residence with her father- 
in-law, the old Due de Brissac. A little 
more than a year afterward she sacrificed 
her title of Marquise de Brissac in order to 
contract a marriage with the Breton Vicomte 
de Tredern, in spite of all the warnings of 
her friends, who knew that her character 
would fll accord with that of De Tredern, a 
man quick to take offense, extremely keen 
on the score of principle and honor, and thor- 
oughly opposed to the easy going ways of 
that smart and ultra-fashionable society 
with which the widowed Marquise de Brissac 
and her sister, Princess Amedée de Broglie, 
were and are still identified. 

After the birth of two sons and a daughter— 
Renée married to Comte Gabriel de Lesma!- 
sons—the ill matched couple parted; and 
whereas De Tredern was too devout a Roman 
Catholic to demand a divorce, his wife took 
the earliest opportunity after the divorce law 
had been enacted to secure her liberation 
from her few remaining matrimonial bonds. 

The retent judicial proceedings in connec- 
tion with young De Tredern brought to light 
the fact that his father, who had meanwhile 
succeeded through his own father’s death to 
the title of Comte de Tredern, had been in 
the habit of making him an allowance of $100 
a month. 


—~_> 

The Trederns are one of the oldest houses 
of the Breton aristocracy and the family is 
stated to have been founded by the legencary 
knight Derrien, who with his squire, Neven- 
ter, vanquished and slew a monstrous dragon. 
The descendants of this knight took their 
name of Tredern from lands which remain 
to this day in the family, and from the 
twelfth century onwards It is to be frequent- 
ly found mentioned in the pages of French 
history. 

Stephen de Tredern took part In the cru- 
sades as one of the principal HNeutenants of 
St. Louls and {fs on historical record as hav- 
ing been knighted by that monarch at the 
close of the great battle of Mansoorah. With 
all that they bore no title until that of count 
was conferred upon them in 1772. In medi- 
eval times, indeed, titles were almost entire- 
ly unknown among the ojd aristocracy in 
Brittany. 

The Trederns are to be found among the 
victims of the royalist cause at the close of 
the eighteenth century, and one of them, 
William de Tredern, was shot asa royalist 
leader at Quiberen. Comte Louts de Tredern 
was an influential member of the constituent 
assembly at Paris in 1848, and the present 
Comte Chretien de Tredern 1s one of the 
most influential and popular members of the 
Paris Jockey club. 

His former wife is the daughter of the 
great sugar refiner Say, and her name is fa- 
miliar as the Vicomtesse de Tredern on this 
side of the Atlantic by the number of law- 
suits which she instituted in a vain attempt to 
prevent the American widow and sons of her 
only brother, Henri, from inheriting his 


‘property by disputing the validity of his. 


marriage. Mmé. Henri Say Its closely related 
to the Gebhards and the Neflsons of New 
York, also to Mrs Reginald Vanderbilt.

While a quarrelsOme woman, singularly 
lacking in charity and in generosity of char- 
acter, she Is very clever and gifted, moreover 
endowed with much ready wit.

One day while serving tea to some of her 
husband’s friends a few drops fell upon her 
dress. As she touched them with a handker- 
chief the late Duc de Choiseul-Praslin re- 
marked with a faint touch of sarcasm: 

* Be careful, madame; sugar stains."’ 

“ Less than blood, monsieur.” replied Mme. 
de Brissac with great coolness, looking 
steadily at him, and the duke colored and 
turned away, 

His father tis officially declared to have 
died in prison while awaiting trial by the 
French house of peers for the shocking mur- 
der of bis duchess, whom he was charged 
with having slashed to pieces with a saber. 

The ex-Vicomtesse de Tredern,, who since 
her litigation with her American sister-in- 
law is no longer on good terms with her sister, 
the Princess de Broglie, and with her eldest 
son, the Duc de Brissac, was formerly en- 
dowed with one of the most superb contralto 
voices in France, and as social sponsor of 
Gen. Boulanger first gave vogue to the once 
popular Boulanger march “ En revenant de 
la revue,’ by singing it at a grand reception 
held tn his honor in her house on the Place 
Vendéme. 

Among her strangest possessions Is a 
pocketbook made of the hide of the celebrated 


murderer Pranzini, and the prefect of police | 


who placed at her feet, while Boulanger was 
in power, this queer token of his admiration 
and homage lost his position on account of 


his 4isregard of the sense of propriety that

Members of the subcommittee of aldermen 
who for several weeks have been trying to 
redistrict the west side wards, refused yes- 
terday to attend a meeting called by Ald. 
Anton J. Cermak, the chairman. 

The insurgent aldermen are Charles Twigg 
of the Twenty-eighth ward and James H. 
Lawley of the Fourteenth. They don't like 
the redistricting plan urged by Ald. Cermak. 

When they failed to appear yesterday Ald. 
Cermak sat down and wrote out notices, call- 
ing another meeting for next Tuesday. If 
they do not show up at that time the alder- 
man declares he will appoint a new subcom- 
mittee. ' 

“If these aldermen continue their dilatory 
practices I will fire them off the subcom- 
mittee,’ said Ald. Cermak. “If they don’t 
appear next Tuesday I will call a meeting of 
the elections committee and appoint a new 
subcommittee. 

* We can't fuss around here all summer 
on this redistricting work. We ought to be 
able to make a report when the council con- 
venes next month.”’ 

New boundary lines for north side wards 
have been practically agreed on. The sub- 
committee, composed of Ald. Peter Rein- 
berg, Herman Bauler, and B. F. Clettenberg, 
yesterday reached an agreement which, it 
is believed. will be permanent.
